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Control of roundworm in swine 


by Dr, V, G, Korompay 
Roundworm disease in 
pigs is caused by the large 
rountworm (ascaris lum- 
bricoides var, suis) a 
smooth, elongated, round- 
worm, yellowish-white in 
color, 6 to 12 Inches long, 
which inhabits the small in- 
testines of pigs, These 
worms are one of the great- 
est adverse factors Influen- 
cing pig husbandry and ex- 
tensive infestation with 
these worms in responsible 
for great economic losses 
among pigs, which can be 
estimated at many thous- 
ands of dollars yearly ina 
district, The greatest 
damage is caused to young 
pigs, and experiments sho- 
wed that roundworm infes- 
ted pigs grew to less than 
half the weight of round- 
worm-free pigs under the 
same feeding conditions, 
To control the disease 
the farmers must know some

facts about the life-history 
of the large roundworms, 
The adult female may lay 
200,000 minute (microsco- 
pic) eggs per day (3 million 
during her lifetime) which 
pass to the ground with the 
droppings of the pig, These 
eges have a remarkable vit- 
ality and in favorable con- 
ditions may be alive for as 
long as five years; they are 
very resistant to drying, 
freezing and chemicals, but 
hot sunshine may kill them 
in a few weeks, Pigs are 
infested through swallowing 
of the live eggs which are 
scattered on the ground, 
water, objects and skin of 
the pigs in infested pre- 
mises, The eggs hatch in 
the Intestine of the pigs 
and the larvae burrow 
through the gut wall, reaches 
the blood-stream and is car- 
ried through the liver and 
heart to the lungs, There 
they remain for some days 
but finally the larvae climb 
up the windpipe and are 
swallowed again, pass down 
to the small Intestine where 
they grow adult in 2 to 2 and 
1/2 months; and the females 
start passing eggs by the 
millions, 

Young pigs often become 
infested before they are 
weaned and the worms not 
only retard their growth but 
may cause death in several 
ways, The adult worms are 
not blood-suckers, but live 
on the semi-digested foods 
in the small intestines and 
can produce sickness or 
death only in large numbers, 
More dangerous are the lar- 
vae of the worms which wan- 
der through the liver andthe 
lung tissue ofthe pigs, caus- 
ing stuntedness, in the liver 
the so called “milk spots’’ 
and in the lungs coughing and 
pneumonia, Secondary bac- 
terial invasion may effect 
the weakened pigs which may 
die in this case within a week 
It is easy to remove the 
adult worms from the in 
testines with aworm remedy 
(peperazine or cadmium 
products) but many of the 
sick pigs remain stunted 
from the damage produced 
by the larvae, Further ex- 
periments showed that pigs 
raised under sanitary con- 
ditions produced an average 
of 11 young per litter, only 
one per cent runts and welg- 
hed 212 pounds in six months 
while pigs raised in round 
worm infested grounds 
averaged 5 young per litter, 
18 per cent runts and welg- 
hed only 180 pounds in eight 
months, 

As can be seen the greaf- 
est damage is caused to 
young pigs and {f these can 
be protected during the first 
4 to 6 months of their lives, 
losses can be considerably 
reduced, 

The adoption in parts of 
the United States of the Mc- 
Lean County System of Pig 
Rearing has resulted in a 
reduction of 50 per cent in 
deaths and an increase in 
rate of growth to such an 
extent that pigs reared on 
this system weigh 28 pfinds 
more at 4 months of age 
than do infested pigs swhile 
they can be marketed 2 
months earlier, The prin- 
ciples of this system are 
a cleansing of the sow, par- 
ticularly the udders before 
farrowing and removal of the 
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sow and piglets to a worm- 
free environment until the 
pigs are 4 months old or 
100 pounds in weight, 

In detail the farmer must 
do the following: 

1) The sows should be 
treated with a worm remedy 
about halfway through preg- 
nancy, 

2) Just before farrowing 
the sows are scrubbed with 
soap and warm water - the 
udder having special atten- 
tion - to remove mud, filth 
and worm eggs, 

3) FarrowItng pens are 
cleaned with a stiff broom, 
using lye and boiling water 
(1 pound lye to 1 gallon of 
water), The floors, walls, 
guard rails and troughs are 
all to be cleansed; particular 
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cracks and crevices, Finally 
the pens are rinsed out with 
boiling water, 

4) Ten days after farrow- 
ing the sows and litters are 
moved on sleds or wagons to 
clean pastures which has not 
been previously used for 
pigs, where they are kept 
four months, during which 
time the growing pigs ac- 
quire resistance to heavy 
roundworm infestations, 

5) No other pigs should 
be allowed access to this 
field and the sows can be 
removed after weaning, 

If the litters are ofwidely 
different ages it may be 
advisable to partition the 
field, temporaryshelters 
may be erected ifnecessary, 
It cannot be too strongly 
stated that permanen 
yards are highly d 
for young stock.
